a. Ihe Ureimash Plant in SVERDLOVSK was repeatediy repor- 
ted. The principal points were not clarified by these pre-~ 
vious reports. The following location of the pliant can ba 
clearly derived from attached sketch: Southwest of the main 
road with streetcar line going to the SVERDLOVSK towncenter.
